BATAV1 A, THE CAPITAL OF JAVA, 
IN 1643. 
(From the Colonial Magazine,) 
Fkom the roadstead of Batatia i* seen the 
ridge of lew hill*, oonitantly covered with 
a Iiunriout end beautiful regetation, at tbe 
foot of which that ancient monument and 
central point of Dutch power and pros- 
per ily in the East Indies it littteted. 
Nearer the coast some lovely country eeeta, 
surrounded by clatter* of both wild and 
fruit-tree*, prewnt them**htj to tho view 
on each side of the dty , and on tht fore- 
froond, tfcrfcity iteelf is almoet sunk in 
the flat beach, only * bowing in thousands 
of roofa, and tht high trees of it* gardene. 
A good number of little isles, covered with 
verdure, adorn th* coast, and nuiaberlea* 
boats, moving batwatt th* shipping, en- 
liven tht magic toem. 

Some of thoae isles an at present un- 
inhibited, bat formerly almost all waee 
turned loeome oaafhl account, They need 
shipwright** wharf*, hospital*, 



. animate and embellish these 
delightful avenues ; ehd thus Ratavia, the 
elegant capital of the Malay world, that 
abode of laiury and noise, of pleasure and 
of busineee, is rooogpiaed. A great num. 
ber of beautiful bouses, ahaded by rich 
foliage, extend themselves alio along the 
canals railed Malnliet and Ryiwyk, to a 
distance of upwards of two mile*, and at 
their term mm inn is a large square sur- 
rounded by European houses, arid having 
a lawn in (he centre.

The enlightened 
iUte*m*n soon perceived thit Java had 
nothing to fear from internal enemies . 
and fright ened at the dreadful murtalily 
caused by the nottjout miasma of the 
place, his first idea was to render Soura- 
baya the aeat of Government. Thwarted, 
however, in thit project, be caused hsr- 
raeki' and commodious dwellings for ihe 
officers to h* built at some distance from 
th* capital. 

Hardly bad thi* step been taken, when 
nearly all the Unropean inhabitant* ex- 
changed Ibe old town for more elegant 
sod healthy houses built along the Molcn- 
lietand the Ryawyk catinla tuward Jl'cl- 
Urrnfa, end aubie^uently round tori 
about thi* immense square called Honing t 
f/fia. * 

Rarely ho* any place lallen into so rapid 
decay at Batana did. and so early *t 
[■sib, when the ialaiid waa lettered tu its 
ancient posMtttrra, eery lew llurupcant 
dwelt within ila precinct*. It it trite, the 
government office* and the incrdieititM' 
eountiag-houte* and wareboutea were still 
there, but toward* evening they were 
totally descried— ctrry one hastening lu- 
warda the modern districts, there lolorgrt 
business, with its bustle andesrtt. 

A number ot Jothei tten* for improving 
the atmosphere of Jim aria were planned 
or begun by One ml Daeodels, and after- 
•Tarda comrjleted by (roternnt Van iler 
Capellen, under who** enlightened edmi- 
aistration th* rapid rxteuaion of the new 
town took place, subject to wise regula- 
tion! for the promotion of ennrenience and 
salubrity.

The European population i* cum posed 
of government officers, iiwrchanto, halt- 
pat officers, house and land proprietor!,, 
end Portuguese, who at Batavia, like every- 
where else in Indie, are hut 4 mixed riiec, 
of darker colour than Ihe Malay, nnd *pe*k 
an almoet unintelligible .jargon. 

In it* actual atate, Batavia comprises 
many remarkable public edifices. Tbe old 
town still offer* **ver*l in a good condi- 
tion, among (he ruin* of many other*, 
auoh as the mansion- house, (he custom - 
bouse, the naval store*, and outside thr? 
galea, the magnificent Combongi, or wnndrn 
warehouse* for Ihe coffee crops, 

Ia Ihe old (own (here is but one church 
remaining, thai of iLp Lutherans. It is 
■ large and well-built edifice, which would 
be no diagrooe to any European city. The 
only church for the reformed communitr 
i* situated in the *uburba ( it is old and 
frail, but th* interior it simple and beau- 
tiful.

The only hospital for European* is at 
Welterredes ; it ii .well organized, nnd 
both civilians and military arc admitted 
tn it. For the tJhineae and the Malay 
there is anothrr hospital outside the 
Utrecht gate. Over and above the room* 
for ordinary sick, thrre ia a ward for tbuae 
attacked with leprosy, and another lor 
lunatics. From two to three hundred 
•ufferer* may be aocomrnodtted in thie 
larg* establishment. The ttmti wrixmd 
it an aecesjory hospital, destined for the 
immediate reception nf persons accidentally 
wounded or taken ill in the atrcrt*. The 
first aid it given there, and then the 
patients are sent lo tbeir home*. 

One of the remaining fine edifices of the 
old town ia the houee oocupied hy tho 
Netherland Commercial Company, situate 
on the Guai. Heat it I* the exchange, a 
ram all building of great simplicity, though 
modern, Very superior to tht* is Lb* 
edifice cwintrocttd by Ueneral 
in tbe angle of the Ry.wyk 
Canal sad the MidnUet. It ia called 
Harming, and may ba considered aa a 
temple consecrated to the pleasures of 
refined life. There mibacription con- 
cert* and th* pryernor-* ball, arc 
given < ami it i* th* duly retort at 
the srealthy inhabitant* and military or 
rank, who com* there for the purpose* of 
social iallrcourtr, playing at billiards, and 
reading th* paper*.

The manufactoriea ol plajiug-caiils tlta 
occupy * great number of hand*. Thrnr 
card* are ol the Chinese sort, hkvingtwcntv 
in a p irk. Further, nearly all sorts nf 
triulei are eiercieed al Bataris, by Chinese 
and Mulay inantrrs, baling workmen under 
tlicm. in the *amr mnnutr aa in Europe. 
In generi.l these mm are very clever, nnd 
few Knrofitans can comjirt* nitli them. 
The lient of the cliuiste, the difference of 
wages, and mode of living, joined to other 
circumstances, will always keep our me- 
chanic* from (lie Asiatic culoiiir*. 

The inhabitant* uf Ditnvia lead in gene- 
ral a life of enjoyment and luxury. The 
Europeans have set tbe eiamplc. From 
el the fiunmcncement of the ennquesl Ibey 
'j hare had splendid furniture, line liuu set, 
1.11 .110 rmis domestics, servicoi of plate and 
gold, carriole* ami horse*. I'he Javanrse 
anil the Malay* are fond of magnificent 
garments, jrurllcry, and rich silks. Then 
halls and fettivjtica. are tu uuinerou*, a* if 
every otic ol them were possessed nf th* 
iTenturi j of a rajah. The t.'hinctc, al- 
tliongh more ecOTiiiniit-ftl, are not withuni 
(heir peculiar display— thai of comfort at 
home, aud of nstoiiishiug migniUcence it 
their yearly I'ensls, ilu-ir weddings, and 
their fnncT0.li. I'nrsi muni one as they 
oomiuoiily are, on these occasiont they 
spend enormoiis nuins of money, especially 
toward* th* lime nf the new year, on the 
ceremony nf the oap.fanrtfrl, nbirb Sccam- 
psnies it. As to the Arnbisns and Moon, 
they prefer above ell a real and durable 
value. Their luxury consists in the j.us- 
SHtiuii nf prrcinui Btonts, siliet and golden 
veiiela. am! of jewel-, uillt which (heir 
wives adorn ihe n selves. 

Tit* gocernori'generil have alwtys 
fatmircd the development of this Injury, 
which, at Ihe same time, ii an element of 
pacific civilisation ; hut in ihe midst of 
this sort ol ruatcrisi t duration, they did 
mil forget that the mil ill Hands also in 
□cei of culture. Sererel primary schools 
hnvc thcrelore hren rstabftalied *t Hatn- 
< in ; the principal mie, destined for the 
children of Enroprans, wa* founrted at 
Wtltnrrdes in 1SIT, nnd it coonl lo our 
1 best establishment* of the kind. Another 
] tchool has tincc been erected fur th* 
children uf the class culled Portuguese, 
nnd which is also Irecjueiited by some 
young Main; end Chinese. Thi* school 
it the nursery for the government officers, 
for there Ihe gwiimen, who perform the 
manna) part ot die business, *re formed. 

In \^2A, a boarding-school for young 
Isdiea, where iiiKruetiun wa* imparted by 
frntalrs from Europe, bad beeneatabliihed 
by government, but. in lS2fi it tra* np. 
I press, d, either from the numlicr ot'boardert 
1 not being aulncieut, or from the tcachera, 
wlio were young ami pretty, having pre- 
ferred splendid marriage* In the pleasure of 
educating children. 

The education of the native youlh is 
chiefly entrusted to Mohamad*" print*, 
llerealler we ihnll ire what tort of men 
these prirats are, and what it the influence 
thry exercise on (lie people. They arc 
lululi tided into seven! cissies, known by 
the names of .won, kotih, and Mint.

tenil, with Ibe Irnrrmrnls ol a ruined fur- menl.iniiinj 
tunc, ho aniiirlii hit sister-in-law the I 
Queen nf Haiti, in order to claim the 
third pari ef the fund* rfmiltnl, in whirh 
share he mis entitled rtccording to the 
laws nl his late brother's kiu.doin and the 
ripressed inteiilion of that sovereign, 
tin fail arriving in London, however, he 
atcertained that the Queen nf Hayti had 
left this country, suit had gone to Turin, 
in Italy ; thither he repaired, hut could 
not succeed in obtaining an interview with 
her. He memorialiMd the King of 
Sardinia, and personally represented 
tbe fact* ol his poii I ion, and hit M«j sly 
referred bit claim to the Queen of Hnyti, 
who stated lhal hi) portion ot the fund* 
wni left for bim in the Hank of England, 
and '.hat he would ubtaio it fay npplying 
lo that eitnblishment. The Prince re- 
turned to England, anil instituted inquiry 
nt the Bank, hut ran Id could obtain no

I lotted Her Moat Gracioui Majesty Queen 
Victoria fur redress and aid. and her vf a. 
jeily directed Sir Henry WhraHey, her 
Privy Pitme, to etaiat'hiin in prosecuting 
Ilia claim* to those funds. A bill of dis- 
covery was tiled against the Hank, and a 
■tun of about £5,W) was found to bt 
standing in tbe name of the Queen of 
II01 ti. A dUttittffiiit was laid upon thai 
fund, and the solicitor einploved by the 
Prince advised him to return to St. 
Domingo lo procure certain document* 
which were considered to be necessary 
to substantiate hit claim. Die Prince 
returned to hi* nstive country at the 
peril of hin life, mil succeeded in obtain-
